"There's always one - or more," said Boat Race 
Chairman Arthur Benner. This year, participants from all 
over the Southcoast, and some from Millbury Plymouth, 
and Rhode Island, came out to race their homemade boats 
in the annual event that is one of Rochester's best-known 
traditions. 

Benner tossed out a few statistics to the crowd, 
saying that this year's tallest competitor was six feet, eight 
inches. The shortest was 34 inches. The youngest was 
three years old, and the oldest, 63. The lightest contestant 
was 33 pounds, and the heaviest, 265 pounds. 

Jonathan Hartley of West Wareham, 58, was 
deemed the 2014 "Old Man of the River," and he placed 
54th overall.

But even when the soldiers take off their 
uniforms, they continue to serve the United States by 
using their skills, said Brawley. He proudly told the crowd 
that Massachusetts leads the nation in providing benefits 
for veterans. He said the Commonwealth, per capita, 
spends more on its veterans than any other state. 

A taps ceremony and wreath laying at the War 
Memorials at the library followed, and then the parade 
marched over to the Town Wharf to honor veterans who 
lost their lives at sea.

That's when Morrell decided to join the Homes 
for Our Troops team in the Marine Corps Marathon. This 
team raises money for Homes for Our Troops (HFOT), 
an organization that builds homes for post 9/11 veterans 
who have lost limbs in war. 

''This organization is important because of 
the state of the world in which we live/' said Morrell 
sincerely, "We have veterans coming home with injuries 
who can no longer take care of their families." 

With her own husband being a Marine Corps 
veteran, Morrell feels blessed that her family hasn't had to 
face the struggles of seriously injured veterans' families. 
She felt she could help those who weren't so lucky by 
supporting HFOT in the Marine Corps Marathon. 

The HFOT team currently has 25 to 30 members, 
but they hope to reach 50 members. Eventually, the 
runners will begin training as a team. For now, they're 
focused on individual training and fundraising. 

The Marine Corps Marathon requires that runners 
involved with a charity bib raise at least $500 before 
registering. The HFOT team is a little more ambitious: 
they've set a goal of $100,000 for their team. Through the 
generosity and the determination of the runners and other 
donators, the team has raised nearly $18,000 so far. Each 
day, they make more progress. 

This summer, the HFOT team will be running 
local fundraisers to reach their goal. In the meantime, 
they rely on the altruism of the community.

"I decided that I wanted to do [a shoe drive], so 
I made a poster the next morning,'' said Emma. She put 
together information she gathered about the project and 
created a poster proposal of sorts to show to her mother, 
asking if she could contribute to the cause.

The Death of Industrial Arts 

This Mattapoisett Life 

By Marilou Newell 
In the early days of public education, a course 
of study known as "industrial arts" was common in 
high schools across the country. These vocational classes 
included everything from mechanical drawing to 
automotive repairs, from furniture making to electrical 
wiring. The classes offered practical skill training 
primarily to two types of students: The male student who 
demonstrated a real interest and aptitude in an industrial 
art, or the male student assessed as a low achiever 
needing, and hopefully benefiting from, vocational 
training. 

For many years, freshmen students from the 
general school population were required to take a few 
semesters in one or more 'shop' classes. These students 
most likely would not transfer to an industrial arts 
curriculum, but they would have a chance to explore a 
'trade.' 

Most of the kids I knew in high school enjoyed 
the time spent in shop class. And what a novelty when 
during the '60s, girls could take wood shop and boys 
could take home economics. Equal opportunity at the 
shop class level had arrived. It was good for us, just as 
music and art were, but don't get me started on those 
maligned enrichment classes. 

As public education became more intent on 
measuring and testing students and as Federal and State 
guidelines promoted and required more reporting on the

academic achievement (think MCAS and PARCC) via 
'data/ the financial burden of offering classes that were 
deemed less important could no longer be supported. 
A quick check on the evolution of achievement testing 
philosophies brought me to the website http: / / www. 
cgcs.org / cms / lib / DC00001581 / Centricity / Domain / 87 / 
Charting_Success.pdf, where I found the following 
statement: ''In recent years, interest has spiked in data-driven 
decision making in education - that is, using various types 
of data, particularly quantitative assessment data, to inform 
a range of decisions in schools and classrooms (Marsh, Pane, 
& Hamilton, 2006). This is a natural result of technological 
changes, the advent of test-based accountability systems 
under No Child Left Behind, and the increased availability of 
quantitative data due to accountability reforms. The increased 
emphasis on using data is based on the belief that assessment 
data and other student performance data can be important 
levers for improved teaching and learning. Many schools, 
districts, and states have invested resources in tools designed 
to provide teachers, principals, and other key stakeholders with 
ready access to (and analysis of) information regarding student 
performance throughout the school year. . .

We are fortunate to have great vocational 
technical schools within driving distance. But are we 
dissuading our kids from pursuing a career in the trades? 
Are we still telling our children not to get their hands 
dirty unless they absolutely have to? Presently, we can't 
offer students in public schools a tiny taste of a 'trade' 
as once was the case. We've segregated the themes of 
learning. 

Somewhere along the way as modern societies 
evolved, we lost the value we placed on people who could 
'do' things and replaced it with people who could 'think' 
things. We've lost sight that the people that 'do' things 
also have to 'think' things. So we told our children to use 
their brains, not their brawns, and become MBA's. Today 
MBA's are a dime a dozen, struggling to find employment 
while a good carpenter is a rare find. 

When I worked in the electrical industry, there 
was a full-court press on to enroll young people in 
apprentice programs across the nation. I was fortunate 
to meet many students studying the electrical trade and 
was encouraged that they saw a future in becoming 
master electricians or journeymen, or electrical engineers. 
These men and women were some of the most focused, 
intelligent, and driven people I've ever met. 

During the mid-1990s, the IBEW (unionized) and 
lEC (non-union independent) tracked electrical apprentice 
enrollments. They were shocked at the steep decline in 
numbers. Projections were showing that in as little as ten 
years, the number of qualified electricians would be less 
than half of the pre-recession number. That might not 
mean anything to you unless you need an electrician, and 
when you do find one he or she is most likely not a spring 
chicken. 

People in the trades that are worth their salt are 
exceptional for the variety of things they must know. They

must be customer service and business oriented, while 
possessing the patience and understanding of a social 
worker or sometimes a marriage counselor. They have to 
be visionaries with a high degree of technical competency 
and academic training. In other words, they have to have 
a business suit and work shirt set of skills. 

I'm not saying we should encourage our children 
to take vocational education over general public school 
curriculums. What I am saying is that it is a crying shame 
that students in general public education settings no 
longer get a chance to try areas of study that might one 
day prove to be their yellow brick road to success. 

When all is said and done, I think if teachers 
could candidly speak their minds they would agree that 
less testing and more teaching would help not hurt our 
children. I think teachers might like to see some of the 
money invested in testing materials being plowed into 
teaching materials. I think teachers should have a seat 
at the decision-making table when it comes to allocating 
available funds. My guess is that if teachers were allowed 
to make more decisions - instead of government telling 
school boards "test, test, test" - our students would, in 
fact, be better educated overall. As taxpayers, we should 
be screaming "stop the madness!"

the harbor and for visiting boaters. Kaiser began the 
conversation by stating that his marina is hcensed by 
the state to provide sanitation services. He said that 
they average about 25 clean-outs per day on a will call 
basis, seven days a week during the boating season. 
Simmons and Kaiser have also discussed having sign-up 
available at her headquarters, and she said that signage 
could be put up that would provide boaters with contact 
information for the marina pump-out service. 

Town Administrator Mike Gagne expressed his 
concern that Leisure Shores Marina did not have or offer 
any type of pump-out service to its customers. Kaiser said 
that in previous years he had provided some collection 
services for the marina, but it failed to meet safety 
standards after a while causing him to pull out. He said it 
would be tricky to maneuver his pump-out boat between 
boats in slips at Leisure Shores, but something could 
possibly be worked out. Gagne said that although the 
troubled marina was working with the Zoning Board and 
others to bring the operation up to standards and within 
acceptable permitted business, things weren't moving 
along as quickly as he would like and certainly not on this 
issue of sanitation services. 

Selectman Paul Silva said, "Some of those boats 
are summer cottages.'' Kaiser concurred, saying that 
a boat was equal to a residence in terms of sanitation 
needs. "They don't leave there ... so where does the 
waste go?" questioned Silva rhetorically. It was decided 
that Simmons and Kaiser will work together to try and 
schedule pump-out services for the customers of Leisure 
Shores. 

Kaiser went on to say that providing pump-out 
services to outlying coves and beach community areas 
such as Aucoot Cove and Point Connett is difficult. He 
intimated that his contract only goes so far in terms of his 
business being compensated for providing this service, 
and going into those outlying areas rather stretches the 
budget a bit too far. He said that he would continue to 
try and provide services in those areas; however, asking 
boaters to meet him half way would be helpful. The board 
will work to have services listed on the Town's web site. 

The other service offered by the Mattapoisett

Boat Yard is a free launch service. He said that it is better 
for his business to w^ork from the Barstow^ pier, but that 
people really w^ant to be picked up and dropped off at 
the tow^n w^harf area. Calling the launch service a ''lost 
leader'' for his business, he did say that he saw a benefit 
from it by an increase in other cash services they offered. 
"We gain more service w^ork, so there is an advantage." 
He also said that he w^anted to help the tow^n. 

Discussion of the launch service centered 
around how^ best to designate a space at the tow^n wharf 
for the launch that would not inconvenience other 
boaters. Simmons will work with Kaiser and her staff to 
coordinate efforts so that a space can be used for the water 
taxi service. 

Gagne said that he has been in conversations 
regarding a wharfinger position.

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Looming Shawmut Escrow Deficit Concerns Board 

Rochester Planning Board 
By Jean Perry 

The Rochester Planning Board recently issued 
Shawmut Associates an invoice for an engineering site 
visit - and Shawmut, said Chairman Arnold Johnson, was 
not happy about it. 

The remaining balance of the company's escrow 
account now stands at $791, not enough to cover the 
invoice for Field Engineering, and now the board says 
it needs an additional $1,960 or so to cover the entire 
balance. The original amount of the escrow was $4,000. 

Shawmut has requested the accounting of the 
hours Engineer Ken Motta of Field Engineering spent 
at the site inspecting the project, a site visit that was 
the result of some unanticipated "unsuitable soil'' 
encountered by Shawmut during the excavation process. 

"Until we get money, we can't have Field 
Engineering going out there," said Johnson. Johnson 
wondered if the board should pay the invoice out of 
its own budget and then later recover the money from 
Shawmut, and also request further funds be placed in the 
escrow account for future site visits. 

The project cannot be approved until the board 
has its final site visit after Field Engineering has its own 
site visit to provide the board the necessary data to make 
the judgment. 

The $4,000 estimate for the escrow account was 
based on the initial plans presented to the board, said 
Johnson, and Shawmut later altered its plans. The plan 
change required another inspection, in addition to the 
unexpected unsuitable soil, which added yet another 
inspection. 

"We've exhausted that budget," said Johnson. "In 
fact, we're significantly over." 

Board member Gary Florindo pointed out that 
the Shawmut project to construct a trash and recycling 
facility off Cranberry Highway is "an extravagant piece of 
construction that's going on at that property," a scope that 
should merit an increase in escrow. 

"It's not our problem they ran into obstacles," said 
Florindo. "It's their problem. It's our problem to make

sure it's done right/' 

Florindo said he thinks the right hand should 
know what the left hand is doing. 

"A lack of communication keeps everyone in the 
dark/' said Florindo. 

The board decided to make a few changes to the 
draft letter, run it by town counsel, and then send it to 
Shawmut Associates. 

Also during the meeting, the board met with 
Jay Myrto of the Little Quittacas solar project to discuss 
concerns about drainage basins and some of the 
vegetation on the property that ''is not looking good," 
according to Johnson.

about several arborvitaes that have turned brown and 
appear to be dead. Johnson also brought up that one of 
the basins has been draining slowly relative to the other 
three. In addition, some of the hydroseed grass that was 
put down has not yielded grass. 

The board sent Field Engineering to inspect the 
property and generate a report on the findings. Johnson 
asked Myrto if he received a copy of the report, to which 
he replied that he had not. 

"But I got the invoice,'' said Myrto. 

Myrto apologized, saying he acknowledges there 
was a break down in communication and vowed to stay 
in closer contact with the board. 

"To an extent, it was my fault," said Myrto. He 
was aware of the concerns the board had, he continued. 
"But you didn't know that I knew that." 

Myrto said he would rather keep better 
communication with the board than pay for a site visit. 

The solar facility is generating power and has 
been since it passed a "witness test" back on December 18, 
2013. The facility went online shortly after that. 

In other news. Town Administrator Richard 
LaCamera got the approval he needed from the board to 
go ahead and purchase "a really neat software system," as 
he put it.

ORR Update

Junior students in the Human Anatomy and 
Physiology class of Old Rochester Regional High School 
went to Buttonwood Park Zoo last Tuesday for a job 
shadow field trip. The students met the zoo's education 
coordinator, veterinarian technician, and zookeeper, and 
learned a little about each occupation. 

"They talked to us about their education, how 
they got to where they were at,'' said Mary Cabral, 
an anatomy teacher at ORR, "What was interesting, I 
thought, was that it was not a direct route. They majored 
in one area, worked in some other field, and then finally 
ended up where they were at this point." 

Each of the zoo's employees who participated 
in the job shadow did plenty of volunteer work after 
graduating from college. This allowed them to gain more 
experience before securing a job at Buttonwood Park Zoo. 

"They were advising our students to internship, 
to volunteer, to kind of check things out before you make 
a commitment to a full-time career - make sure you really 
like it," explained Cabral. 

Cabral felt like the job shadow was a valuable 
experience for all the students, even those not planning 
on going into an animal science career.

particular job/' said Cabral. "I think that everyone took 
away something/' 

These job shadows are not a new type of field 
trip for the students of ORR. Teachers affiliated with the 
Junior Achievement program of New Bedford have been 
making these types of connections with businesses in the 
area for years. 

Cabral has been connected with Junior 
Achievement for about eight years. While this was 
only the second time she's taken her anatomy class to 
the Buttonwood Park Zoo, Cabral has done many job 
shadows with past classes. She's taken her anatomy class 
to a physical therapy clinic in Dartmouth and the Eye 
Health Vision Center, also in Dartmouth. 
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The Forensic Science class has visited the Bristol 
County House of Correction, as well as the Third District 
Court of New Bedford, while technology classes often 
visit Titleist, a company in New Bedford that makes 
golfing materials. Each of these job shadow trips brings a 
new understanding to the students involved. 

"It's a great experience," said Cabral, 'T think 
it's important for [the students] to be able to take what 
they've learned in the classroom and see how it's applied 
in the real world, how people actually use these skills in 
their careers." 

With this ideal in mind, Cabral is planning a 
Health Science Career Fair along with the school's nurse, 
Kim Corazzini. Students from Cabral' s anatomy class 
will be presenting at the career fair. They've been doing 
research on health science careers of their own interests. 

The school has also invited at least ten 
professionals to make presentations about their careers. 
Presenters will include a holistic emergency room doctor, 
a nurse practitioner, an EMT, a nutritionist, a nurse 
instructor from UMass Dartmouth, a social worker, and a 
representative from the South Coast Hospital group who 
will speak on health careers that are a bit outside the box. 

Along with these professionals, there will be 
four college admission officers present at the career fair. 
UMass Dartmouth, Bristol Community College, Fisher 
College, and the Spa Tech Institute will all be represented. 

Both ORRHS students and members of the 
community are invited to enjoy the Health Science Career 
Fair. The event will be held in ORR's cafeteria on May 29

To the Editor: 

Several individuals have taken to the local 
media to voice their personal displeasure with the 
March 27th vote by the Old Rochester Regional Joint 
School Committee to adopt a school district calendar 
next year in which school will be in session on Good 
Friday and there will be no school the half day before 
Thanksgiving. The essence of their opposition is that 
such a school calendar infringes on their faith by having 
schools open on Good Friday. Determining which days 
should be school days or vacation days should be viewed 
through the lens of what will provide the highest quality 
education for all students in the tri-town, as should all 
decisions made by our elected school committees. This, of 
course, should go without saying, but in the event some 
committee members need reminding of this, the following 
information should be considered should the joint school 
committee decide to revisit this issue. 

The day before Thanksgiving is inarguably one 
of the busiest travel days of the entire year, and quite

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possibly the busiest travel day occurring during the 
school year. According to data provided by the ORR 
Superintendent's office, district student attendance figures 
bear this out. Over the past five years, the average daily 
student absentee rate across the district's six schools was 
4.6%, while the average absentee rate on the day before 
Thanksgiving was 9.4%, more than double the daily rate. 
In fact, among the six district schools, over the past five 
years the average daily absentee rate has ranged from 
2.9% to 5.9%, while the absentee rate on the day before 
Thanksgiving has ranged from 5.8% to a whopping 
17.7%. With such a high absentee rate on the day before 
Thanksgiving, the joint school committee was right to 
reconfigure the school calendar the way they did. 

What has been conspicuously absent from the 
commentary of those opposed to the new calendar is 
any mention of the new calendar's impact on effective 
student instruction time. It is even more disappointing to 
read the comments of some school committee members 
opposed to the new calendar who equally failed to give 
any consideration to the new calendar's beneficial impact 
on student instruction time. By holding classes on Good 
Friday and giving students the day off on a day with 
historically high absenteeism, the new school calendar 
will result in an increase in the amount of effective 
instructional class time. The half -day before Thanksgiving 
is not the most productive day for instructional time due 
to the higher number of absent students as well as the

various extracurricular activities that often take place that 
day. Switching the half-day before Thanksgiving for a full 
day of classes on Good Friday will net valuable additional 
time spent focused on the curriculum. 

Despite the hyperbolic claims of some, the 
adoption of the new school calendar is not ''an attack on 
Christians.'' On the contrary, those committee members 
who voted in favor of the new calendar did exactly 
what they were elected to do, which is to adopt school 
policies and procedures that will provide the best possible 
academic environment for all students. 

With regard to the assertions that having school 
on Good Friday will lead to significant increases in the 
substitute teacher budget, fortunately we have the benefit 
of looking to the experience of the nearby Bourne Public 
School system, where school has been in session on Good 
Friday since 2000. According to Bourne Superintendent 
Steven M. Lamarche, of the approximately 300 
school department staff, only one teacher and two 
paraprofessionals requested Good Friday off this year. 
There is simply no evidence to suggest that the ORR 
district should expect a different experience than Bourne. 

Many tri-town residents moved to this area 
because of the high quality of the education provided 
by the ORR district schools. The excellent education 
our children receive here is due in no small part to the 
decisions made by our school committees, and it is 
reasonable to expect that those decisions are and will

Presently, Arlene is continuing her work on 
contemporary baskets while experimenting with 
printmaking and encaustics in her studio located in the 
Cutler Mills, Warren, RI.

Gore Vidal: The United States of Amnesia. Directed by 
Nicholas Wrathall. Available on demand and in selected 
theaters. Running time: 89 minutes. No MPAA rating. 

It's a little unnerving to see a sentimental portrait 
of a rigorously unsentimental man. Gore Vidal: The United 
States of Amnesia profiles the writer and historian in his 
painful autumn years, shuffling the new footage with 
archival clips of Vidal from the days when he was all but 
inescapable on TV, the literary equivalent of Carl Sagan 
(and equally parodiable). We see the Vidal of the '60s and 
'70s in varying degrees of slimness or paunch, intellectu- 
ally limber and grinning when he sniffs rhetorical blood 
in the water, but then we always return to the octogenar- 
ian version, sodden with wrinkles and disappointment. 
He's as sharp as ever, but the grin is gone. For one thing, 
nobody's left to cross swords with him; his media adver- 
saries have fallen one by one. William F. Buckley, Norman 
Mailer, even the relative whippersnapper Christopher 
Hitchens — all gone. Vidal outlived his enemies and his 
friends, finally excusing himself from the room in 2012. 

This documentary, which numbers Vidal' s neph- 
ew Burr Steers among its producers, tries gamely to fit an 
86-year life into an 89-minute film. What we get is un- 
avoidably Gore's Greatest Hits. The Vidal /Buckley verbal 
shoot-out is here; Norman Mailer snarling at Vidal (and 
everyone else, including the studio audience) on The Dick 
Cavett Show gets a short clip; Vidal clowning Jerry Brown 
while running against him for the California U.S. Senate 
seat is probably the comic highlight. Brown sits there, 
scowling and furious, while Vidal more or less makes 
the very notion of Jerry Brown seem absurd. (It made me 
want to seek out Gary Conklin's documentary on this 
episode in Vidal's life. Gore Vidal: The Man Who Said No.) 
Essentially, the movie is a feature-length A&E Biography, 
from back when A&E still aired such things and not, say. 
Duck Dynasty. 

Unadventurously directed by Nicholas Wrathall, 
the movie opens with Vidal standing at his own tomb 
— shared with longtime partner Howard Austen — and 
reaches a climax of sorts when, after Austen's death, Vidal 



moves out of the Italian villa they also shared. Having lost 
his slice of paradise, Vidal seems to long for the grave. 
What does Wrathall have to say about any of this? Noth- 
ing. The film is carelessly structured; it began as a couple 
of filmed interviews and then grew into a feature. It hasn't 
been shaped to tell any particular story. It seems to exist 
only because Wrathall had the footage. It certainly isn't as 
radical as Vidal's own words often were and are. I sup- 
pose Wrathall might say that his film will lead people to 
Vidal's writing, though Vidal himself might bitterly coun- 
ter that (a) nobody watches documentaries and (b) even if 
they did, nobody reads books either. 

That was why Vidal valued his TV appearances: 
he knew he could get some splinter of his ideas across to a 
much bigger audience than would read his essays or even 
his historical novels. Of course, that was back when writ- 
ers still showed up on TV. Vidal was often called cynical, 
but, having grown up around politics, he was simply a 
realist who knew how politics work. He was also a class 
traitor, a rich white man who was calling out income 
inequity decades before Occupy Wall Street. The film trots 
out some loyal talking heads to testify on Vidal's behalf, 
including the fallen angel Hitchens, whom Vidal excom- 
municated when Hitchens supported the Iraq War. By the 
time Hitchens sat for Wrathall' s camera, he was gaunt and 
bald from chemotherapy, and delicate sad-bastard piano 
music plays as Hitchens laments that he hasn't seen Vidal 
in years. Soon he would be dead, presumably never hav- 
ing gotten absolution. 

The Hitchens anecdote sketches Vidal as a cold 
cod, a grinch whose heart was four sizes too small. The 
movie runs some standard diagnostics on him: he hated 
his mother and lost his one true love, athlete Jimmie 
Trimble, at age 19 in World War II. The price of being an 
intellectual titan, the movie seems to reassure us, is going 
about a long, loveless life with a Trimble-sized hole in it. 
(Trimble, I guess, is Vidal's Rosebud.) Wrathall approach- 
es Vidal humbly, hat in hand, his head as empty as his hat. 
He doesn't quite know what to make of Vidal; the man 
was simply bigger and more complex than one trial-size 
documentary can capture. It is nice to see vintage clips of 
Vidal the verbal samurai, but we have YouTube for that. 
The danger with this sort of movie is that our affection 
for the man will rub off onto the film. But Vidal himself, 
if he were sizing up this film, would have known how to 
separate one from the other, and would have been the first 
to say so.

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Free Fairhaven Walking Tours 

The Fairhaven Office of Tourism's free public 
walking tours will begin during the first week in June and 
will continue weekly through the end of September. 

On Tuesday and Thursday mornings, starting 
June 3, Henry H. Rogers Walking Tours will start at 10:00 
am outside the Town Hall at 40 Center Street. The tour 
highlights the life of the town's benefactor, Henry H.
